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Dulles,Eden Agree On Need to Rearm Germany 


Douglas, Meek 
Differ on 
Farm Reaction 


Both Appear at 
National Plowing 
Matches at Olney

(UR*—Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas and his Republican oppon­ 
ent, Joseph T. Sleek, appeared at 
the National Plowing Contest today 
and differed sharply on whether 
farmers are happy with lower price 
supports. 


Meek, who seeks Douglas’ Senate 
seat in the November election, was 
introduced as a guest of honor but 
made no formal address. However, 
in a speech prepared for delivery 
later at Mattoon, IIL, he said: 


“The farmers are content to v/ait 
and see just how true are the ca­ 
lamity howlings of those who would 
seek to divide and conquer the 
f a r m 
interests — and 
socialize 
them.” 


Douglas told the farmers that 
Meek has opposed all price sup­ 
ports and “wants a completely u n ­ 
regulated market for farm prod­ 
ucts.” 


Calls Meek Program Selfish 


“That is the program of the sel­ 
fish interests,” Douglas said. “They 
want to nail your hide to your own 
barn door and then run off with 
your farm.” 


Meek said in his prepared text: 
“There is a growing conviction 
among farmers that this Benson 
program is not going to hurt them. 
with Commendable wisdom, farm­ 
ers are saying ‘this man is sincere’. 


“They are being rewarded. 
The 
farmer is not a part of any bank­ 
rupt organization 
True, he is not 
doing quite as well as last year, 
but his income isn t far off. 


“His costs arc stabilizing some­ 
what. 
He has real hopes now of 
getting a fair share of our nation’s 
income because he knows fair play 
is the Eisenhower keynote.” 
Douglas said that “farmers every­ 
where have had to tighten their 
belts.” 
Says Farm Income Is Down 
“You now get $7 where you made 
$8 two years ago,” he told the farm­ 
ers. 
“Your costs are the same so your 
net income has fallen even more 
Your parity ratio in terms of what 
you get for your products and what 
you have to pay for manufactured 
goods is at the lowest point in 13 
years.” 
Douglas said that when the farm­ 
er suffers "you hurt business and 
the whole national economy.” 
“Now is not the time to pull the 
rug from under the farmer,” he 
said.

Verbal Support Alone Will Not 
Help Jaycees Factory Drive 


(An Editorial) 


The Harrisburg Junior Chamber of Commerce must 
be doing good work in their factory drive. 
Everybody 
approves, it appears from the oral comment the Jaycees 
are receiving. 
“Good job . . . excellent results . . . keep it up,” 
they are told. 
But words alone will not give much 
assistance to the handful of young men in their efforts 
to bring new industry to Harrisburg, and words are all 
they are receiving from many who have as much or 
more interest in Harrisburg than the Jaycee members. 
From many sources, the Jaycees have received sub­ 
stantial financial contributions toward their efforts. 
But from others, no such help is forthcoming. 
There was much enthusiasm when the Jaycees as­ 
sisted in bringing the Harrisburg Manufacturing Co. 
to the Cummins building in Harrisburg, employing more 
than IOO women. 
There was a lot of enthusiasm and considerable 
financial assistance when they secured the Ellis Truck­ 
ing Co. terminal for Harrisburg, but the enthusiasm 
seems to have died in the midst of the efforts to bring 
the New Method Manufacturing & Engineering factory 
here. 
That project has been started, the building is being 
erected, the Jaycees have an obligation to fulfill com­ 
mitments they have made, and they are about $6,000 
short. 
The boys do not have sufficient manpower for an 
out and out canvass for financial assistance. They are 
all employed, many of them by the day or week. and 
cannot leave their jobs. 
They are required bv some 
prospective contributors to make call backs, and from 
some they receive evasive answers. 
Some appear to believe the contributions are fo r 
the Jaycees as an organization, whereas in fact, the 
Jaycees are merely acting as the organizing group to 
handle a responsibility that rests on the shoulders of 
all who are interested in the economic improvement o f 
Harrisburg. 
They do not benefit one cent personally. 
One Jaycee member this week, discouraged at the 
turn of events, suggested the group m ight go back to 
promoting safety programs, decorating at Christmas 
and similar activity. 
If the factory drive now' under way is completed, 
and if other similar activity is to follow, financial as­ 
sistance must be had. 
* 
Some persons have a philosophy against giving fi­ 
nancial assistance to any incoming industry. 
It is not 
disputed that most of the businesses in Harrisburg 
were established through the personal initiative of 
their owners, but the fact remains that various com­ 
munities are bidding financially for new industry, and 
it is apparent that program must be followed, at least 
in many instances. 
Those who have pledged financial assistance will 
assist the Jaycees if they will mail their contributions 
without requiring solicitors to call. 
Those who have 
considered assisting should make up their minds. 
Money is needed from any and all w htf will help.
